Tax Forms In Mail Soon

The 1955 income tax forms and I *' 
instructions to individual taxpay I 
ers will be mailed between Dec. 
27 and Jan. IO from Kansas City 
R. L. Phinney Director of Inter­ 
nal Revenue in Austin announced = 
today. “Taxpayers should post- * 
pone their inquiries regarding 
these forms until after Jan. IO. , 
The vari-colored stripes will not 
be in style this year” he said. 


“Taxpayers r e c e i v i n g tax 
blanks and instructions by mail 
should not misplace or discard 
them but should save them for 
use in filing their tax returns 
since the supply of instruction 
pamphlets is limited” he added. 


A study of tile new tax forms 
shows a few changes which make 
the return easier to complete. A 
new tax table for married tax­ 
payers filing jointly eliminates 
the complicated computation on 
the return for figuring tax on 
split incomes. 


The simplest form will again be 
the 1040A card devised for the 
employee whose total wages are 
less than $5000 and who did not 
have over $100 of other income. 
Form 1040 is designed to meet 
the needs of all persons who do 
not use Form 1040A. 


Accountants and attorneys who 
need advance copies can get a 
■ reasonable supply of forms at dis­ 
trict and local offices. Farmers 
who file and pay estimated taxes 
by the January 15 1956 dead­ 
line may also obtain the forms 
they require at district and local 
offices.

On August 12, 1955. the Gover­ 
nor signed Proclamation iso. 4o. 
providing for changes in the rules 
and regulations governing brucel­ 
losis control in the state of Tex­ 
as. This proclamation made a 
number of changes in standard 
procedures. They are as follows: 


1. The ages of animals official­ 
ly vaccinated for brucellosis have 
been changed. Dairy type ani­ 
mals must now be vaccinated be­ 
tween 4 and 8 months of age 
and beef animals between 4 and 
12 months of age. Animals vac­ 
cinated above these age 
limits 
cannot be recognized as official 
vaccinates under any circumstan­ 
ces. 


2. Reactor animals must now be 
branded with “ B ” on the left 
jaw by firebrand only. 


3. Reports of official vaccina 
tions by veterinarians now have 
ten days to reach the Livestock 
Sanitary Commission headquar­ 
ters at Fort Worth, instead of the 
previous 48 hour maximum. 


4. It is now possible to retest 
doubtful animals within 15 days 


ollowing original test, instead of 
vhe previous 48 hour limit. 


In the last few days. the Flori- 
la Experiment Station has pub­ 
lished their results on low-level 
feeding of phenothiazine. Their 
findings were a l m o s t identical 
with those of the Texas Agrieul 
tural Experiment Station a n d 
point up the fact that low-level 
phenothiazine feeding 
in 
cattle 
I is neither effective nor economi­ 
cal. Unless a therapeutic dose is 
j administered, phenothiazine has 
an affect so small that the costs 


J of administering is not repaid by 
its use.
